This 
drary bachelorhood is destroying 
yours by making you selfish and de- 
stroying hers by robbing her of the 
husband and children God intended 
for her.” 

He knew that things were dear, and 
thet people expected more luxury than 
their parents had, but those expecta- 
tions must be discotraged. ‘For 
God’s sake,”” he concluded, ‘‘pitch 
away your tobacco, annual outing, 
yvar fine clothes, your club, and what- 
ever else makes such an inroad on 
your income that you cannot think 
of holy marriage.

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IN CONDEMNED CELL. 
Every thdulgence ts Given to Prison 
ers at the Last. 

What happens to a man, condemned 
fo die on the scaffold, from the time 
he leaves the dock doomed, to the mo- 


ment the smal{ body of men enter his 
cell one morning to inform him that 


the hour has come for the carrying | 


out of the orders of the law? | 

A condemned man has a few privi- 
leges not according to other convicts, 
He may be allowed to smoke, he may 
be granted a little beer on occasions, 
his food may be just as he chooses, 
but all this greatly depends on the 
governor of the prison. 

A condemned prisoner is never left 
alone, day or night; warders are al- 

ays in the cell, and in the centre 
of the floor stands a small table, and 
on it rests a book: This book must be 
carefully written up, for it must con- 
tain a complete account of all the co 
vict’s doing, his sayings, his requests, 
and so forth. In short, it contains 
a detailed account of the convict’s life 
in the condemned cell, and nothing 
must be omitted. 

Naturally this book makes very in- 
teresting reading, but it is quite im- 
possible to have a look at it, for after 
th» execution is over the book is care- 
fully sealed, and is known of no more, 
unless the Home Office, for some rea- 
son, desires to peruse its pages. 

A condemned prisoner does not-go 
out to exercise with other convicts; 
he is taken out quite alone when no 
inquisitive eyes may rest on him, and 
he is not paraded for Church service 
with the others. He does attend cha- 
pel, but. he occupies a pew by him- 
self, and is screened off so that other 
convicts may not see him. 

Sometimes a condemned man plays 
dominoes or draughts with the ward- 
ers in charge of him—it is a rule to in- 
dulge any condemned prisoner so far 
as possible, but a daily paper he is not 
allowed. to have, although he may read 
cs much as he likes, but only volumes 
from the . a dibrary. He does no

and then he is only give such tasks 
as do not necesitate the using of sharp 
tools in case of any attempt at sui- 
cide. 

A condemned man may write and 
receive letters, and he may see visi- 
tors, but never alone—a warder is al- 
ways present, and visitors see the con. 
vict through a form of grille—they 
may neither touch nor kiss him. 

On the morning of the execution 
the prisoner is awakened early. Break- 
fast is given, and it consists of what 
the doomed man desires. Afterwards 
he may smoke, and await the coming 
of the chaplain. The latter official is 
always in the condemned) cell on the 
morning of execution. 

In due time the convict’s ordinary 
clothes are handed in, and these he is 
requ&ed to put on, but no collar or tie 
accompanies the suit of clothes. They 
are not wanted, for the neck must not 
be covered up in any way. 

Within a few minutes of eight 
o’clock or nine o’clock, a small body 
of men reach the door of the condemn- 
ed cell—they are the officials entrust- 
ed with the carrying out of the law’s 
demands. They enter the cell; the 
convict stands up, and ts asked by one 
particular official if he is ‘John 8o- 
and-so?”’ 

On an affirmative answer being giv- 
en, a document has to be signed by 
one of the officials—this document is 
a receipt to the governor of the prison 
for delivering up to the proper auth- 
orities the said ‘‘John So-and-so’s body 
for legal execution.” 

A few preliminaries have to be gore 
through with—the prisoner, for in- 
stance, is asked if he has anything to 
say, any requests to make. The exe- 
cutioner is then introduced, and swift- 
ly the prisoner’s arms are pinioned. 

Once on the scaffold the business is 
soon over—the feet are placed on the 
chalked-out marks, the legs are deftly 
pinioned, the white cap is placed in 
position, the rope is \adjusted with 
running noose lying behind the left 
ear, the signal is given, and the 
hangman does his part, and in a min- 
ute afterwards the execution is com- 
pleted.—Pearson’s Weekly.

The practical application of the above 
reflections is that bathing has a wide 
range of usefulness aside from. its 
cleansing effect. Every self respecting 
American citizen-desires to be clean 
and will bathe for that purpose more 
or ‘less frequently, but the mistake 
should not be niade of looking upon 
the bath simply as a cleansing proc- 
ess. Possibly for the reasons suggest- 
ed above the mere contact with water 
stimulates and invigorates the body 
entirely apart from the influence of 
temperature and the removal of dirt. 

Warm water and pure soap are con- 
sidered the essentials for u cleansing 
bath. but a cold bath, followed by viss- 
orous rubbing, will accomplish all that 


ais really necessary for cleanliness. 


Dangers of Warm Bathing. 

The vast amount of supposed dirt 
removed by the Turkisb bath is most- 
ly epitbelial scales from the various 
layers of skin. To remove an excessive 
amount of this scarf skin may impatr 
its protective qualities; bence the ad- 
visability of not taking the Turkisb or 
Russian bath oftener than once a 
week. However, the warm bath gives 
a greater feeling of confidence in one's 
cleanliness than fhe cold. bath and Is 
Guubtiess beneticial if not employed 
too often and to the exclusion of the 
more valuable and tonic cold bath. 

It is a good plan to § rag or sponge 
the neck and chest With cold water 
after finishing the warm, cleansing 
bath. This precaution should always 
be taken by those who rely solely on 
the warm bath, especially if they 
bathe every day; otberwise undue sus- 
ceptibility to colds may develop. As 
a rule, the warm vatb sbould be taken 
iu the evening. 

Most people who have employed the 
¢old shower or plunge will testify to 
fits delightful and invigorating effects, 
Dut there is pv reason why it should 
be forced upon delicate children or 
feeble adults. 

Baths For Babies. 

A daily bath for the young baby ts 
of the utmost importance. At first the 
temperature of the water should be 96 
degrees F., but by the end of the first 
month it may be reduced to 70 de- 
grees F, 

When the child reaches eighteen 
months a cold sponge may be given 
asa finish to the warm bath. 

Delicate children who have pot been 
thus trained may be gradually inured 
to the cold bath and enjoy its benefits 
if caution is used. For such children 
the temperature of the water should 
be warm or tepid at first and daily re- 
duced until it is obvious that a vigor- 
ous and bealthy reaction will not fol- 
low a further reduction. 

It is really dangerons, not to say 
cruel, for obstinate purses or parents 
to force an anaewle child with a poor 
circulation to take a cold bath from 
which it is physically incapable of re- 
acting. , 

Very often the cold shower or sponge 
Dath is well borne if one stands in a 
tab of worm water. ‘ 

Value of the Cald Bath. 

The cold bath is a most valuable nery- 
pus ang circulatory stimulant. When

The best time for the cold bath is 
before breakfast. Following the bath, 
vigorous rubbing with a coarse towel 
and a few exercises adapted té6 the 
strength and endurance of the individ- 
ual ure advisable. 

A very valuable measure in cases 
of nervous exhaustion and occasion-

The patient, stripped, should stand 
in a tub. of warm water. A shget dip- 


ature depending upon the ability of 
the subject to react, is then wrapped 
around him from head to foot. Brisk 
friction Of body and Hmbs ts applied 
by an attendant, and the patient him- 
self. may rub the front of his body. 
Except on the advice of a physician 
such a bath should last but a few mo- 
ments, and then the bather should be 
put to bed. 
Bathing In Fevers. 

When typhoid fever, pneumonia or 
other serious illness exists the ques- 
tion of cold bathing must be left to 
the attending pbysician. In a mild 
feverish condition much comfort will 
be afforded the patient by cool spong- 
ing. Even sponging with tepid water 
will reduce the temperature and allay 
nervous excitement. The sponge should 
not be “sopping” wet, but only wet 


enough to leave a light film of water |

After taking a hot foot bath the 
bather should go to bed at once and 
compose himself to rest before the ef- 
fects of the bath pass away.

Ancient Seigniory Home Now the Pro- 
porty of E. A. Robert. 


The old iory houses, Yélics of 
a bygone e of Canadian. history, 
ate now the country homes of men 

rominent in the al or commercial 
ife of the Dominion. 

Manor House of Beauharnois, 
qr", is the countfy residencé of Mr: 
A. Robert, vice-president of the 
Canadian Power Co. and newly-elected 
president of the Montreal Street Rail- 
way; Mr. Robert is well known in 
the commercial world as the head of 
the Robert Syndicate that ‘won out 
in the great legal fight between that 
organization and the Montreal Light, 
Heat & Power Co., and that once 
a has carried the day in the strug- 
gls for supremacy in street railway 
affairs. 

Although Mr. Robert is the type of 
man who i: indefatigable in his at- 
tention to business interests, yet no 
one enjoys more than he does the de- 
lights of country life. The rural acres 
of his manorial abode are his hobby, 
and he shows as keen a’ relish for 
the pursuits of the poultry-fancier and 
the floriculturist as he does for fac- 
ing the thunder of commercial enter- 

rise. Mr. Robert has shown his zest 
or competition in matters other than 
commerce. It has frequently been 
stated that the celebrated melons of 
Montreal cannot be grown off the is- 
land. Every summer for the last few 
years the Manor House garden has 
produced a patch of melons, many of 
which weigh from sixteen to twenty 
pounds, and which have all the flavor 
and lusciousness of the renowned can- 
teloups of Montreal. 

The Seigniory of Beauharnois boasts 
the distinction of being one of the re- 
maining five in Canada that are not 
yet redeemed and that still pays its 
tolls as under the old regime of Seig- 
neurial tenure. The Seigniory was 
ceded by the French King, Louis XV., 
to Charles Marquis de Beauharnois, 
April 12, 1729. On January 14, 1750, 
the King signed a new deed ceding the 
Seigniory to Lieutenant de Vaisseau, 
Marquis de Beauharnois. In 1763, the 
latter transferred his rights to the 
Marquis de Lobinniere for $8,000; and 
he in his turn sold it, in 1795, to Alex- 
ander Ellice, a member of a large 
commercial house in London, Eng 
land, for 36,000 Spanish dollars. 


| 
The present Manor House was built 


over a century ago; and figured in the 
events of the war of 1838. Edward 
Ellice, a young descendant of the first 
English Seigneur being taken prison 
er in the cellar whither he had fled 
for safety. Me 

lt is fitting that the Seigniory should 
have fallen into the hands of Mr. Rob- 
ert, who is himself a native of Beau- 
harnois. He has the town’s interest- 
at heart, and has done much for its 


- advancement, not only by preserving 


and beautifying its traditional terri- 
tory, but by promoting its industrial 
welfare.

Apple Culls for Cider. 


That Canadian fruit growers could 
make good money by using their 
cull apples for cider, instead of feed- 
ing them to stock, was the advice 
given to the Ontario Fruit Growers’ 
Convention a short time ago by Louis 
Menmier of Paris, France, who is 
conducting experiments on the cider- 
making qualities of local fruit in 
Toronto University. He has found 
that 10 pounds of culls will make one 
gallon of cider; it costs 8 or 9 cents 
a gallon and can be sold locally at 
16 cents. If the quality were good it 
would sell for 35 cents in Europe. A 
barrel of culls should easily net the 
grower $1.35. 

Great Britairi and South America, 
he said, would be a great market for 
a good quality of cider, and the 
Nova Scotians alone, in Canada, were 
awake to this fact. To show how

Pear 
There are: certain old fashioned 
remedies, such as Lp tae hc ie of 
the front door down the back, which 
do neither harm nor good, but which 
owe their origin to the same theory— 
the application of cold and shock. 
When cold water is snuffed up 
through the nostrils the addition of 
some mild astringent--alum or tan- 
nin, for example—will make the 
treatment more quickly efficacious.

trils will succeed in stopping the flow

There are cases of nosebleed, for:

cases are caused by a ‘diseased stata 
of the system which prevents coag- 
ulation of the blood, so that it <1m- 
ply flows and flows away from the 
sufferer: like water. It is well that 
these cases are rare, as they are 
generally fatal in spite of all treat- 
ment.—Youth’s Companion.

In the eighth century 8t. Fillan, son 
of St. Kentigeru, was abbot of the 
Monastery in Glen Dochart. He was 
a soldier, scholar, statesman, and 
saint. His abbey in Glen Dochart 
boasted of a bell, something of a won- 
der in those days in Scotland. The 
bell called the people to prayers, and 
tolled their knell when they died. 
aa it gathered legends. 

St. Fillan’s bell worked strange won- 
ders, folks believed. Certainly rob- 
bers and ‘prowling evildoers would 
pause in their work if they caught 
the sweet tone of its ringing on the 
wind. Lung after abbot and abbey had 
passed away this bell remained, lying 
on a stone in the kirkyard. Thither 
sick folk came, believing that their 
diseases might be charmed away. 
Sometimes, indeed, as a special favor 
(and on the gaan of sufficient 
money), the bell would be carried to 
the sick, instead of the sick coming 
to the bell. It had to be conveyed 
back immediately. If not, it would 
take its gwn way—flying through the 
air, ringing as it went. 

Then a pious soul resolved to build 
a belfry for the bell, a worthy home 
for so distinguished a blessing. But 
though ‘h new building was fair and 
stately, the bell would not there abide. 
In vain they placed it in the tower. 
Again and again they tried; but al- 
ways at the next day’s dawn the bell 
came clanging back. Then the King 
bethought him that his palace at 
Scone would be the better of the bell; 
and to Scone it was conveyed. 

But next day the people in 
glens and along Strathearnside heard 
a curious clangor in the air. 
the bell passing above, but, instead 
of sound of boon and blessing, angry 
notes struck fear into the listening 


threats . . and after this no one 
dared to move St. Fillan’s bell. 

In the eighteenth century it had 
disappeared. Its very memory had 
become legandry, like that of St. Fil, 
lan himself. For seventy years. nc 
Highlunder could fy what had be- 
come of the bell. In 1869, Lord Craw- 
ford had a dinner-party at Dunecht. 
The conversation turned on anctent 
Scottish Church history, and some- 
one spoke of St. Fillan’s bell. On- 
of the guests remarked that a relativ 
of his own in Hertfordshire possesse~ 
a curious old bell, which an ancesto 
had brought from Soptland long be 
fore. 

Lord Crawford, an enthusiastic an- 
tiquarian, followed up the clue. He 
found the Englishman’s journal re- 
lating how, when traveling in the 
north, he had heard superstitious non- 
sense talked about the bell, and the 
legends asserting none could keep it 
from its chosen haunt in the ruined 
kirk. Forthwith he was seized with 
a desire to prove the falsehood of so 
ridiculous a tale. He purloined the. 
bell, bore it to England, and in ~ 
land it remained until he died.—Mod- 
ern Society.

During the season just 
ended 1,291,000 marketable crabs and 
40,000 lobsters were caught along the 
coast.—London Daily Mail.
